**If we're unable to help 
someone,”’ W com- 
mented, *“we assist them in 
finding an agency or agen- 
cies that can assist them. 
We don’t overlap, if they're 
eligible for something un- 
der another agency we ll 
back off but we will assist 
them in finding them and

Centre Hastings Home Support offers 
various services to seniors and shut-ins

Every community has its 
share of elderly citizens who 
may need a hand from time 
to time and in the Centre 
Hastings region they can 
get. that help from Centre 
Hastings Home Support. 

Sharon Mindle, Program 
Coordinator, explained, 
‘* All of our services are for 
seniors and the physically 
disabled. We have our 
Meals on Wheels, Diners 
Clubs, transportation pro- 
gram, our friendly visiting 
program, reassurance calls 
and we do our blood pres- 
sure clinics and our indoor 
walk program.”’ 

The organization, which 
has been open for 14 years, 
is extremely busy and 

* Mindle noted that their pro- 
grams and services are more 
and more in demand cach 
year because of the aging 
population. 

*“*We are volunteer 
manned,”” she said. ““We're 


_— a hard time keeping 


le 


up enough volunteers to 
manage all our programs 
and services. Mindle stated 
there are about 170 volun- 
teers involved with the or- 
ganization and while that is 
a large number she also 
pointed out they have over 
500 clients in the entire serv- 
iced area which includes 
Madoc, Marmora and Stir- 
ling. 

Looking at some of the 
setvices they offer Mindle 
explained Meals on Wheels 
offers seniors ‘a hot meal 
Tuesday or Thursday and 
they can have frozen meals 
seven days a week. It is 
offered to seniors and physi- 
cally disabled people. We 
will have some ials on 
our Meals on Is pro- 
gram coming up ifi the fall. 
We often have promotions 
on like for. the frozen meals 
we'll often do if they pur- 
chase two they get one free 
to kind of encourage them 
to stock up a little bit in the 
fall in case we get an ice day

Manned by a volunteer 
board of directors, that 
board is compiled of indi- 
viduals from each of the 
three communities to’ cn- 
sure each area is well rtpre- 
sented. 

The Diners Club, which

‘*They Il be starting 
again in the fall,"" Mindle 
pointed out. ‘* Madoc’s first 
one will be September 13th, 
Stirling’s will be Septem- 
ber 28th and Marmora ‘s will 
be October 13th.’

“The big thing with all 
the programs is the volun- 
teers,’ Mindle stated. “‘If I 
don’t have the volunteers

every month rather than 
every other month, but | 
really havent had, at this 

point, enough volunteers.” 

Pe Mindle said they get a lot 
of their volunteers by both 
looking for them and by 
some of the volunteers com- 
ing to them. **We do a lot of

Love of music 


His love for music began 
at an early age when he 
used to mimic his father Art 
“Lefty” Vollrath with two 
butter knives. His father 
developed his own reputa- 
tion as a great fiddler and 
passed on the family tradi- 


tion. Calvin received his first 
fiddle at the age of 8 and his 


reputation speaks for itself. 

Calvin is a natural. He 
loved old tvme fiddling and 
soon began entering fiddle 
contests. At the age of sev- 
enteen he was already en- 
tering the championship 
class. In 1985 and 1998, he 
was named the Grand North 
‘American Old Tyme Fid- 
dle Championship. Calviti's 
daughters Tanya, Jessica 
and Jaclyn all play the fid- 
dle and are keeping the 
Vollrath family tradition 
alive. 

Calvin is very active in 
the teaching aspect of the 
old tyme fiddle and is touted 
by the-Saskatchewan Cul- 
tural Exchange Society as 
one of the driving forces 
behind the revitalization of 
fiddle music Calvin

Presents” also aired,a docu- 
mentary on Metis fiddle 


music featuring Calvin and 
John Arcand. 

Calvin's music awards 
includes the 1993 ‘‘Instru- 
mentalist of the Year”’ from 
the Alberta Country Music 
Awards. And for the last 
three years, Calvin was 
nominated in the top five by 
the Canadian Country Mu- 
sic Awards as ‘‘Fiddle 
Plaver of the Year.”” 

In 1996 Calvin was hired 
by the Irish American Foun- 
dation to play for the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 
He was also commissioned 
to write the theme song for 
the international fiddle con- 
vention “‘Fiddles of the 
World’ which was held this 
past July in Halifax. It is a 


dynamic tune and is already 
being played by fiddlers 
everywhere. 


Calvin is a pleasure to 
watch on stage, his love for 
music is contagious and he 
can bring an audience to 
their feet. As one fellow 
said to Calvin, ‘If youcan’t 
dance to that you had better 
check your pulse.” 

He is a veteran recog- 
nized for his performing, 
teaching, composing abili- 
tics and as a producer of 
new recordings for fiddlers 
all over the country. 

Calvin is one of the few 
premiere fiddlers in Canada 
who is constantly in de- 
mand.

Peer Outreach Worker 
Carrol Denny explains, **It's 
sect up by Health Canada 
and they are aware that there 
is a low birth weight across 
the provinee. Those are the 
people that are targeted but 
the drop-in 1s: for anvone 
who 1s expecting and then 
thes stay with us until the 
baby is approximately six 
months of age” Denny 
stresses that in general terms 
the program offers nutn- 
tional information, a net- 
work with other parents and 
there 1s a dictician there and 
a public health nurse to an- 
swer any questions: 

Nancy Quinton, Dicti- 
cian Coordinator for the 
program, said, ““I coordi- 
nate the three drop-in sites 
which are in Descronto, 
Madoc and Bancroft.”” 
Quinton explained though 
the program is operated by 
Health Canada, the H 
and Prince Edward Health 
Unit and the Kingston Fron- 
tenac Lennox and Adding- 
ton are the sponsoring agen- 

- c1es 
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“The goal is to reduce. 
the incidents of low birth- 
weight babics. We do that 
by providing good food, 
healthy cating, through in- 
formal education and it 
might be through things we 
do at the drop-in such as our 
speakers,” Quinton stated 

“It’s all about sharing,” 
Denny said. **We have top- 
ics cach week. We ‘have 
speakers that come in and 
we do crafis and we're go- 
ing to get into more cooking 
sessions, how to prepare 
food for yourself and vour 
family 

‘We've been up and go- 
ing for justover avearnow,”* 
Quinton explained, “and 
right now we're at about 
seven to eight people a 
week” 

The program, which 
meets every Thursday af- 
ternoon at St. Peter's Pres- 
bvterian Church from 12:30 
to 3:30 p.m., has been run- 
ning in Madoc for a little 
over a year but it has been 
running in Ontario for 
roughly three years. Denny 
said it 1s her feeling that the 
government is now becom-
